But to the firſt Deffrire. That Parents ſhould 
ayoid all occaſions of Provocations, &c. 

Firſt, Here I ſhall ſhew you, what may be properly call» 
ed Provecations, that ſo Parents may take them out 
-of the way, that they do not cauſe their Chil- 
dren .to ſtumble, fall, and be broken zo pieces, 
Which are theſe ſixteen as ſolloweth : 

- Firft, When Parents will not teach and inſtruRt 
their Children, and flight and abuſe them it they 
do not learn: This is a hard Leflon ; if the Lord 
ſhould deal fo with the Sons of Men, who of them 
but would fall immediately into the gulf of De- 
ſpair? among all the Children of men can we ex- 
pet to reap where we never ſowed? TfI had 
not known tuch a thing as this to be, I could 
hardly have conceived, that ever any ſhou'd be ſo 
very auſtere and unnetural, or ever had been to 
the fruit of their own bowels : The wiſe man's 
'Counlel to: Fathers, is, Prov. 23.12. Apply thine 
- beer: to infiraffion ; it ſhotitd be part of thy every 
days meditation, to conſider how thou ſhouldeſt 
inftru&t, teach and train vp thy Child, inall things 
appertaining to this Lite, and that which is to come. 
Frain up.4 Child ( faith Solcmon |) in the way be ſhould 
go, Prov. 22. 6. whach 1s rightly cone by mild and 
gentle infiruftios, and not by canſeleſs ſlighting Re- 
Hefions. 
A Szcond Provocation is, when Parents ſhall ne- 


ver give their Children a good Word, nor a good . 


Look.though the Child do whatever it poſſibly can 
to pleaſe them ; if the Lord ſhould always frown 
upon thee, and ever ſpeak to thee withan angry 


Coun. 
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Countenance and Words, how couldeſt thou be 
able to ſtand before him ; conſider, it is a mild car» 
riage and loving ſpeech that doth win the heart : 
It was St. Paul's way, 1 Tvel. 2.7. *twas by gentle 
words and carriage that Abjzal overcome David, 
though he was in great wrath, 1 Sam- 2x. 24. Love 
is a ſpecial winmng grace, 1 Cor. 13. 5. It doth not 
behave it (elf un/cemly ;, ſoft words will ſtop fin in 
its courſe, Prov. 15. 1. Mild Speeches become 
good Men ; Af Son, faith Abraham, God will pro- 
vide, &c. Read Iſaac's manner of Speech to h& 
Sons, Gen. 27. Chap. 28. 1. When Facob had offended 
him, yer he blefſed him a lecond time. To difſlwade 
your Children fron fin, let your Arguments be as 
hard as you will, bur ler your words be tof:, 2.

Let your 
words be ſeaſoned with grace, the Ornament of 
Scripture Language, Ph1l. rt.

Third Provocation 15, when Parentsare never c01- 
tented with any thing that their Children do, 
though they do to their u:moſt abilitics what they 
can to pleaſe them. Sch is the wickedneſs and 
hard-heartednefs of ſome covetous Parents, who 
would wring out their Childrens labours by a kind 
of Extortion, fomethirg whereby to ſatisfie theiv 
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greedy and diſcontented mines ; though the Apo- 
ftle faith, Let yeur moderation b: known to all men, 
Phil. 4. 5. But their Children ſhall know bur lit- 
tle of it: And agein he faith, be contens with fach 
things «s you bave, Heb. 13. 5. He that is never con- 
tent ſhall never be happy. 

Fourth Provecation is, when Parents ſhall pretend 
love to their Children before their Netghbours and 
Friends, and the Child can never find in very 
deed that they have any love at all for them : Such 
Hypoctitical | Parents will one day recieve a 
double ſtroke for chis rv ofold Wickednelſs: Such-Pa- 
rents have not Jearned divine w:ldom, Fames 3.17. 
that teacheth other thines, Luke 7. 35. According. 
to yout ft2s ſhall- your recompence: by, #+. 65. 6. 
Theſe our-ward Lovers and Whited Sepulchres are 
all in Toneue, and none in Heart, their Hope fhall be 
lik rhe Sp:ders web,Fcb $.

a1 ſo tedious that it carnot bare it; vig. A Ser- 
vart whe te reigneth, Prov.

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call him an evil Servant, that ſmiteth his Fellow- 
Servant, AM. 24.24. much more evil 1s he, that 
lifteth up his hand in ſmiting his Maſters Child, x 
Kings 2. 32. If Servants are to give totheir Maſters 
double Honour, 1 Tim. 6. 1. They are to ſhew ſome 
reverent relpect to their Maſters Iſſue, 2 Sam. 18, 
12, The Lord has promiſed to puniſh (uch Servants 
as are ſo wicked to fill their Maſters Houſe with vi- 
olence, Zach. r. 9. When he cometh to ſearch Fe- 
ruſalem with candles; therefore Servants, if your 
Maſters be ſo ignorantly wicked, as to allow

9. For the Lord hath put them in that place torule 
a1d govern their Children at all Seaſons, and to cor- 
rect them according to their offences, with a fevere 
Countenance,withour flattery, with ſavoury expreſht- 
ons,ſhewing them the nature of their offence without 
railing or evil words, leaſt they learn that of you 
for which you correct them ; allo forbezr giving 
threatning and provoking words, and then thy 
CorreQion will be no provocation but to good, and 
the obſtruction of evil : 'Tis good for every one to 
be employed in their own bulineſs, and not ia the 
concerns of another. 

Sixth Provocation is, when parents hurry their 
Children night and day in their Worldly Buſineſs 
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and take no care about their Childrens Souls, or 
their Eternal Happineſs; when Children come to 
years of Underitanding, and are capable to know 
the loſt ſtate of their Souls, and that its worth is 
more then the whole world, 3. 16. 26, Mark $. 
36. And their Parents have made no- provihon tor 
enem 11 th.s kind, not fo much :þ:s to teach them 
to read the Word of the Lord, nor have 1nſtruct- 
ed them in their duty to God, nor taught them how 
to pray unto h'm, 8nd worſhip him in no lence 
nor kind, nor have 1nitruced them to believe 1n 
Chri!t the:r Saviour; neither acquainted them 
wath the Baptiſm of Repentance tor rem!ifion 
of Sins, ajio do keep them ignora-e of the 
benefit of the body and blood of Chriſt in the {a- 
crament, and of holy wa;:1ng with God and Man, 
in all Cuties of Love and Piety : Thele things when 
the Chi14 comes to underſtand, and that Fe can 
Fave no time nor means allowed in order to obtain 
þis Sou's peace, but all ways poſſtvle rather uſed ta 
hinder him in ail good ways: This iza very great 
Provocation, and therefore Parents above all things 
have 2 care in this, viz.

relinquiſhed it, it hath been the Tuin of them; both ; 
Parents wickednels in.this caſe, may be, and many 
times is, an hourly and daily Preyocation to their -

day of their death,. becaule their Parents- hindered 
them by it of their krit choice, and ever after their 
atfeQtions can neverbe truly fettled ; alſo ir cauſeth 
them to ſulpeR their Racege love ; but this oor, 
c aT.

Husbands and extrava- 
gant, that they ruin their Eſtates, and beggar their 
Children, it many times brings them to il! Courles 
for a Livelyhood, which ends in Impriſonment, and 
their Souls are in danger of Eternal Wo, Iſa. 3. rt. 
The Lord gave this Liberty in the time of the Law, 
Deut. 23. 16. 

Fifteenth Provecation is, When Parents will 
force their Children againſt their will, to be zoked 
to thoſe they cannot love, nor at all affe@t; for a 
lietle filthy Lucre, as though the only Happineſs 
and chiefeſt good were in the Mammon of Un- 
righteouſneſs, Lake 16. 9, 13. Piety and Virtue 
was the only thing Solomon and his Mother 
took notice of, Prov. 14.4. 19. 14+ 31.30. But 
inſtead of Piety, Prudence, Honeſty and Vertue, 
now a days if they be Sullen, Self-willed, Croſs, 
Odſtinate, Malicious, Deceitfn!, Jealous, Envious, 
Light-Carruged, Infatiably-Luſtful, Proud, Peev- 
i, Fooliſh, lncoaſtant, Diſcontented, Impure in 
Body and Mind, it Blear, Goggle, or Squin:-Eyed, 
Wheezel-Faced, Hare-brain'd, Quarter-witted, 
Nonſenfical Ideots, Sanded, Tanned, Souer-looke, 
and much deformed in all parts : Yet Money and 


Land muſt make up all the matter, and oyl the

cepts, will not forgive ſuch that have treſpaſfed a- 
gainſt them, that is, ſrom their heart, and ſo muſt 
expect never to be forgiven, bur periſh eternally, if 
they do not ſpedily repent, 

Sixthteemth Provecation is, When Children are 
come to a ſtate of Marriage, and capableto trade 
for themſelves in the World, their Parents will 
not give them any thing to affit rhem, but keep all 
intheir own hands till they are dead ; by thistheir 
Children live almoſt, it noe all their days, in doe

endeavour totake this block our of their Childrens 
way : Allo this cauſes them to take up diſhoneſt 
courſes, by private and publickx Robberies, and 
Cheating Shifts, to ger ſomething whereby to ſup- 
ply their wants, and: when they have eſcaped well 
ence, 1t may be they are fo far hardened, that they 
can never ſtop till it-betoo late : This is 8 Provoca- 
tion indeed which terminates in the excution of 
Juſtice. I hope Parents my whetting up of your 
Memories will not offend you, if they do, I have in: 
this done my duty in part, do you do all yours, and 
then tee where you will have Occaſion of offence. 
L leave off with cheſe ſixteen, which are the mate» 
rial Sum- of my Experience, and leave it to them 
that are more .accute to find out as manymore as they: 
pleaſe; and L wili be conteat with thefe Enlarge- 
ments. 

And.ſo I paſs tothe proof of this firſt Dodtrine. 

That Parents: ſbould take all care- poſſible to avoid 
all ccaſcons of Provecation,. &c. Col. 3.21. Provoks 
net your Children 10 anger, Plal. 103.13. As 4 Father 
pitieth bis Children, &c. Prov. 17. 6, 10. The Glory 
of the Children is. their Parents, Prov. 31. 28. They 
call ber bl:ſſ:4,Mat. 9. 15. Cen the Children of the Bride- 
ebamb:y moxrn (2 long. as the Bride is with them: It 
will be very hard for Children to glory in their Pa- 
rents, aad call them bleſſed, when. they are under 
Provocation and Mourning for. their Parents miſ- 
ufing of them, in. hard, unjuſt and wicked carri- 
ges, but I came to the Reaſons of the Doctrine, to 


prove 
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prove that they ought not to provoke their Chil- 
eren. 

And the Firft Reaſon is taken from the Title, F- 
ther, Parents ; now they ought as they hear themſelves 
called by that Title, to be touched with a feeling of 
the natural affetions which is only proper to the 
fruit of their own Bowels and relation,as being their 
Image, and Spark of their Brightnelfs, ſucceſſively ; 
their own repreſentation and proper Off-ſpring. 
Wou'd not he be a Monſter _ not a man, that 
ſhould fo far violate the Bounds of Nature, and fo- 
wilfully and willingly deſtroy his natural Ifſue : 
David, though his Son Abſolom were his mortal 
Enemy, yet ac took great care, ard gave a-ſtrict 
charge for his preſervation, 2 Sam. 18, 5. Parents 


{ ſhould think thus with themſelves, the Lord 1s our 


Father, even as we would he ſhould do unto us, 
even ſo ſhould we do to our Children ; and if thus, 
I am ſure no Parents will give any juſt cauſe of Pro- 
vecation to them. 

24, Reaſon. Why Parents ſhould not give their 
Children any juſt Occaſion of Provocation is, Be- 
cauſe their Children be of their own Subſtance : 
Whois ſo mad as to cut his own Fleſh? how doth 
it cut the Chi!d, even to the very heart, that it 
makes it weary of its life? to be under continu» 
al provocation, it is a Pain intollerable, a Diſeaſe 
incurable, but as Scorpiors Blood will beſt cure 
ts own ſtinging, ſo no ſalve to heal the Childs 
wound but its parerts true love and real affeftions, 
what a ſacred Bond of Unity is there in the Fir- 
mament ? wa: natural union is there among the 
Birds of the Air, and Beaſts of the Field > no dif- 
ſolving it, but by inducements to Hatred; Love 
and Concord continues ſtiil ; then why ſhould nor 
Men be taught by natural things, to have and con+ 
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tinue natural affeRions to their Children, and 
learn of the Lord, who doth not affli# willingly nor 
grieve the children of Mzn, Lament. 3. 33. But be- 
moans their conditions, and wills them ro turn from 
laiquity, Hoſea 11.8. And is very pittyful and of ten- 
der mercy, Fames 5.

Child into Fude and Anger, and what will you 
do to quench that flare > what will you call him 
then, but a furious, turbulent, outragious Monſter, 
no ways then to be diſputed with.

"value thoſe things moſt, that coſts us molt ; ſo our 
Children rhar are with us always, we our elves 

"have always the trouble with, andcare for, we do 
really love, when the very fame Children if brought 

1 'up without aur care, In our abfence, love, excepc 
27ue grace preveat and prompt us to !t, will be but

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yea, very much wanting, if any at all ; ſo that I do 
advile ycu Parents, if you would bare and continue 
real natural and true love to your Children, take 
the pains to have the Tuition of, and Care for your 
Childrea while young, that your heart, love, with 
your pains and care, may be towards them always, 
at all Times and Places, Prov. 8. 30.

*ris ſaid of Tiberius Ceſar, that he ſucked a drunken 


Nurſe, and he was much given to that Vice. Dep 
love moſt that game that you feed them with t 
blood of when young : Let a Lamb ſuck a Goat, 
and ics nature and property ſhall be altered ; fo let 
a' Whelp ſuck a Cat, and his game will be Rats and 
Mice : So likewiſe Children will ſhare with their 
Narſe (except true grace prevent) of all their Vices. 
Mothers beſt know their own Inclinations, but they 
may be greatly miſtaken in a Nurſe, whoſe natural 
Inclinations may be very great to many groſs evils, 
but either they carrry it very ſecretly and cloſe, or 
elſe they want fit Opportunity to at iatheir Vices. 
You do got know the nature of a Serpent, but þy 
ſtirring and provoking of him : So Some Women 
are never known what they are, til] they be proved. 
If ilIneſs of body will not permit you to nurſe them 
yoar felves, -or if you know. you are .naturally gi- 
ven to ſome groſs evil, that you would not have your 
Child follow you in, 'tis far better to take- one 
years trouble, ro bring it up by hand, than to venter 
it under the ſlender care of one who can have no na. 
tural loveto it, ( whoſe FI may be like Mepbibo 
R " 
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ſheths Nurſe, to make him a Cripple all days of his 
life, 2 Sam. 4. 4. ) moreeſpecially, fince you know 
not what vices they may ſuck in with the Milk ; be- 
" fides, Women have not thar real, natural, love, for 
thoſe Children that they do nor nurſe themſelves, as 
they have to themthey do. Solikewiſe, their Chil- 
dren being long abſent from them while young, 
their love 1s weaned from them ſo much, that they 
have ſcarce any love to them at all. Parents gene- 
rally love thote Children moſt, that reſemb!e them 
Jin Perſons, . Qualities, and Actions ; then Mo- 
'thers, if you would have your Children reſemble 

you, nurſe them your ſelves : Iſaac, Facob, Samue!, 
Solomon, Moſes, and many others were nurſed by 
their own Mothers, as the S:ripture wirneſſeth : 
Many are the advantages and benefits that ariſe 
both to Child and Mother too, by nurſicg of them 
themſelves : As, knack 

Firft, The Mother letting it lye and ſuck near her 
heart,her heart-love 1s towards theChild continually. 

Secondly, The Mothers care in preſerving it, is 
far way beyond a Nurle in 'preſerving it, from too 
much cold or heat, from hunger and crying, 
from fretting and chafhng of the Skin, from Ver- 
mine, and many other evils, as Worms, Vomi- 
ti Coſtiveneis and Fluxes, Coughs, Hiccoughs, 

Iaflama 
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tions, Contuſtons, trouble of Wind, and 

all which are incident to Children ; as 

alſo to preſerve them from fire, water, and bruiſes, 
and the like. 

Thirdly, As their Love is natarally towards them, 
ſo their care is continually of and for them io all 
things. Sarah rejoyced rhat ſhe ſhould give her 
Child fuck, Gem. 21. 7. She was not (fo unnatural 
as to ſend it out of Doors ſo foon as it was born, 
not -regarding it, as though it were none of her 

own, 
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own, as ſome Women do, (who are worſe to 
their young than the ſavage beaſts of the field ) 
that will not take careto nurſe, _ and pro- 
tet their young ones ; it is looked on asa judgment 
by the Prophet, Hoſes 9. 14. What, ( ſaith he ) wile 
thou them give a miſcarrying womband dry breaſts? 
moſt Women are much troubled, it they cannot 
bare Children, then why not much more, 1t they 
Co not let them ſuck of that Milk which nature 


- has provided for the Childs nouriſhment? it is a 


ſma!l fign of remorſe, when they are not troubled 
for that which is their own proper faults 

Fouthly, All Children do naturally love thoſe 
Parents moſt whom they ſucked, to take care for, 
aflit and help in their neceſſities when old ; if there 
bea kind of an Aﬀection in Nurſes to thole they 
nurſe, and a peculiar loy2 in the Child to the 
Nurſe whom tt ſucked til death, much more 
the Natural AﬀeQions of a' Child to” its Natural 
Parents whe bore it, and nouriſhed it with their 
own milk ; what other Benefits ariſe thereby, I 
leave it to your Experience to witneſs in length of 
time. Nurſe your Children your ſelves, do not, as tis 
ſaid of the Deer, that they repulſe and ſeparate thoſe 
that are {mpotent ; do not turn your Children our 
of doors, leaſt they in time have the ſame Oppor- 
tunity, and you your ſelves ſhare of. the like 
fare from them ; 'ris the fin of the laſt times, 
to be without natural AﬀeCtions, therefore take a- 
way the cauſe that the effeft may ceaſe.

It ſeems that ignorance of the SCTI1P- 
tures is the firſt ſtepto Error ; ſurely Chriſt did not 
ipeak in vain, when he bid the Jews ſearch the Ser1p- 
zwres.John 5.39.. For by them we obtain the know- 
ledge of Chritt : The Bereans were called noble, be- 
cauſe rhey ſearched the Scriptures, As 17.11. Phi- 
lip preached out of the Scriptures, As 8. 32, 35+ 
ApoUss is ſaid to be mighty in the Scriptures, Aﬀs 
18.24, 28. Payl his uſmal manner was to reaſon out 
of the Scriptures, Aﬀs 17.2. Rom. 1. 2. Ch: 4- 
3. Ch.1:. 2. Paul highly commends Timetby for 
his knowledge in the Scriptures : For, ſaith he, they 
will make thee wiſe unto Salvation, through ſaith which 
isin Chrift Feſus : They are profitable for Deftrine, for 
Reproof, for Correfion, for Inflruftion in Righteouſneſs, 
that the man of God may be perfef# and throughly furniſh- 
ed unto alt goed works, 2 Tim.

Eating and Drinking, Phil. 3. 19. Hunting and 
Hawking, Carding and Dicing, and what not, their 
God? therefore Parents look to it, that you do 
not put too high a Value upon your children ; you 


ought to look up unto him firſt that gave them 4un- 


ro you, who can as he did good Feb'r, take them all 
away in a moment of Time, Fob 1. 19. It ſeemsas 
though David had too much love for his Son Abſ0- 
lom, whom God left to murder his Brother Am- 
non, and to rebel againſt his Father, 2 Sam. 13. 39. 
Ch. 18.33. The Lord permitted both theſe, and alſo 
fuffered him to be taken away, poſſibly that Devi! 
might fee the vanity of his too much Toleration an 
tond Aﬀedtion and Indulgence. 

19 Dire#ion is, Be often, yea conſtantly exhort- 
ing them to walk in the way of God, according to 
the beſt of your judgment, to the Law and tothe 
Teſtament, ſaith 1/cj«b 8, 20. Stand in the way and 
ſee, 45k for the old paths, where is the good way,and walk 
therein, and ye ſhall find reſt for your ſouls, Jer.

Who it was that gave men power to alcer the ſub- 
jet of Beptiſm from a Believer to an Infant, and 
the manner of doing of it, trom dipping to ſprink-- 
ling,(except Pope Innocent the firſt,and the Milevitan 
Courcil ) I know not, this I know ; that the "a 

chiſ:n- 
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chiſm of the Church of Englend, confeſſerh that the 
perſons that are to be baptized, are ſuch as have re- 
rentance, whereby they forſake fin, and have F4ith,where- 
by they ftedfaſtly believe the promiſejoſ God made 10 1bems 
in that S.tcrament, (which no lafant of aday,or two, 
or a week 01d, couldever perform,) alſo it confeſſeth 
that the manner is by dipping, which they have 
fince altered, and thus expreſs it, Water, wherein 
the perſon is baptized. Alſo how they come to al- 
ter the Lords Supper from Night to Noon, from 
breaking the Bread to cutting of it, and from fit- 
_ Table to kneeling ; I ſay, how this comes 
to be altered, and kneeling one by one, ( at Noon ) 
at the Altar, and there to receive a peice of Bread 
cut ſquare, I leave the Criticks of our age to 
determine ; for certain, Chriſt gave no Man 
power to alter his Sacraments, neither in mat- 
ter nor form, but they are to continue as they 
were firſt inſtituted to the end of the World, or 
eill Chrifts ſecond coming, 1 Cor. 11. 26; It muſt 
needs be a nullity of the Sacraments, if the righe 
matter and manner be wanting ; may I be ſo bold to 
lay withthe Apoſtle,This is not ro eat the Lords Supper, 
rCor.11.20.Plain it is,that Pedorantiſer is notChrift's 
Ordinance of Baptiſm. O 'tis very dangerous to alter 
any thing in the worſhip of God, Prov. 30.6, Deut.q.2. 
Ch.12.32, Revel.z 1.18.Nad4b and Abibu did but take 
common fire, and did not take it from the Altar, ac- 
cording to the command, Exed. 3o. 8. and the Lord 
flew them, Lev. 10. 2. Herethey had the right mat- 
ter, ( fire ) but only they miſſed the right place 
where they ſhould have taken 1t: Allo Dathen and 
Abiram, who were not of that tribe which the Lord 
appointed to offer incenſe, bur rebelled agaiaſt the 


Lord, and they were {wallowed up alive in the- 


Earth, Numb. 16.1, 3. Here was the wrong 4 
ject. 
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ject. Moreover, the Lord commanded that the 
Altar ſhould be made of unhewed ſtone, ( Exod. 
20. 25. Dent. 27, 5, Folbue 8.31.) But Iſrael 
tinned in making Altars of Brick, 1/4. 65.3. And 
the Lord was provoked thereby ; their fin was in 
the falſe ſubje& ; alſo the Lord commanded that 
the Offering ſhould be offered at the door of the 
Tabernacle, Levis. 17. 9. but they offered in Groves, 
2 Kings 23.4, 6, 15. Here they miſled the place, 
and are charged with great guilt, 1/a. 66. 4. 
waat hall I ſay more, they that add to any of 
Chriſts commands, or diminiſh from them in any 
kind, the Lord will viſit them- in his anger, Rev. 
21. 18, therefore teach your children to walk jn 
the footſteps of the Church, in its primitive In- 
fticutions, as near as you can comprehend and un» 
derſtand it, and as you find it recorded in the New- 
Teſtament. And this is our only rule to walk by, 
both for our children and our ſelves.

man of Knowledge, Wiſdom, Juſtice, and Purity, 
it is common to all, all are endowed with it by 
the Lord, it is like the weight of a clock, the 
which being down, all the wheels ſtop, fo 
conicience lyeth quiet in man, till the Lord by 
his Goodneſs, Juſtice, Mercy, or Threatnings of 
Judgment, and by his Word and Spirit doth 1ouze 
ie up, and then'tis in quick motion, and the Tongue 
confefſeth fin to the Lord, the Eyes weep, the Hands 
wring, the Knees ſmite regether, the Heart ach- 
eth, the Voice crieth to the Lord, all parts are 
moving, no part can be at eaſe. 1/t. Its Office is, 
when by knowledge man's eyes are opened,to cheok 
and reprove for all fin, Foebn 8. 9. 24ly. Being purg- 
ed of bn, it will excuſe a man that he may look 
God in the Face through a Mediator, As 2;. r. 
Chap. 24. 17. 3dly. Bzing fandCtified, it is ſaid to 
be good, ſuch was St. Paul's conſcience, which 
was void of Offence, Aﬀs 24.16. athly. It will 
bear wirnels to our Actions, both to God and 
Man, Rom. 9.1. 5th!y. It will accule a man when 
he know« by the word he has not done well, Rom. 2. 
Is. Ethly. Yet know that it may be defiled with 
fin, Tit. 1. 15. 7#hly. Being made truly ſenſible 
that man continueth in fin, it will as it were fly 
in his face, and convict him, Fobn 8. 9. $thly. The 
power of fin is ſuch, that by it ſome have mortifi- 
ed conſcience, ſo that it has lain in them as it 
were dead, which the Apoſtle calls putting away 
a good conſcience, 1 Tim.

It is 
of that lenity and facility to be wrought upon, 
that by the grace of God and true Faith in his 
word, it may be purged from dead works, Heb.
